OIL BORING OPERATIONS. 


W. Pearce returned on Monday from | 
Egg Lake where he has been employed | 
on the boring apparatus of the Kgg ) 
Lake Oil €o. Very good picgress hes | 
been made with the work and a depth 
cf 160 feet would probably be reached 
last night. Operations have been 
somewhat retarded by a flow of water 
and yesterday casing was being ptt 
down to cut this off The drilling 
plant which is that operated some 
years since at Pakan, is capable of 
boring to a depth of 1000 feet if 
necessary and the promoters of «the 
company express their intention of 
going that depth if necessary. Power 
for operation is generated by means cf 
a stsam engine. 

Last week ata depth of about 80 feet 
en cight foot seam of black sand con- 
taining a trace of oil wasfound. This 
is taken to be a strata of “tar sand” 
from which the oil had disappeared by 
evaporation or soakage or both. It 
is considered a good indication of the 
proflafile presence of living strata 
further down.
